No man in I'nauco wan less Froncli 
than NapolooH, eitluH- in linoaj^o or iu 
character. Hi.s moral position in Paris 
•was not unlike that which Othello 
might have held in Venice if Othello 
had boon baso enough to bwtray am.1 
expol tho Senuto which ho had sworn 
to bcrvo. \Vc can iiaagiuo how tho 
sliy, proud iMoor would have writhod 
undor the pascpiinades of tho graceful, 
disaoluto Vtnioliau wits whom ho do- 
posed. Ko N.-.jjoIoon.wuo nevi.r cens- 
ed to have muuli iu him of the somi- 
barbarian chief (and always looked 
like one when ho was dressed ia im- 
perial robes), shrunk with morbid ap- 
prehension from the tongue of Ma- 
dame Do Staol, and wrote antoi^a'aph 
notes to Fouche calling his attention 
to tho placards and versos of tho 
streot corners. There is somethiug 
more than ludicrous iu tho spectacle 
of tUis rude soldier, with a million 
armed men under bis command, and 
half of Europe at his feet, sitting 
down iu rage and alVriglit to order 
Fouche to soud a littlo woman over 
tho froutiors Iciit she should say some - 
thing about him for the drawing- 
rooms of Paris to laugh at. 

Instead of caricature, thercforo, wo 
have only allegorical glory, in tho 
fugitive pictures of his r(;i;;ii, uono of 
which is worthy of remembrance. Eng- 
lish Gilray, on the otber side of the 
Channel, made most ample amends. 
Modern caricature lias uot often 
equaled souio of tho best of Gilruy's 
upon Napoleon. — James Parton, in 
Harper's Magazine. 

Tbe London 'Standard' in an article

Bishops' Estates.— A Parliamentary 
return shows that ten prelates have 
had estates trausforsed to them of an 
estimated net auuual value equal to 
tho income intended to be tho endow- 
ment of tho see. Tho estimated gross 
annual value of tbe estates assigned to 
the Archbishop of Canterbury is stated 
to have been, at tbe time of such as- 
signment, £17,90G, and tho estimated 
not annual value .£15,000. In the 
case of the Archbishop of York, tho 
estimated gross annual value was .CIL,- 
873; uot, X10,0UO. Tho Bishop of 
Durham, gross value, £9.268; net, 
£8,000. The Bishop of Ely, gross 
value, £G,814; not, .£5,500. The 
Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol, 
grosa valuo,£5,'Ji2; not £5,000. Tho 
Bishop of Lincoln, gross value, £5,647; 
not £5,000. The Bishop of Wor- 
cester, gross valuo, .Co, 007; net, 
.£5,000. Tho Bishop of Carlisle, gross 
value, £5, 2;U; net, £1,500. Tho Bis- 
ho]) of Peterborough, gross valuo, £5,- 
512; not, .£ t,500. Of the above ej)is. 
copal estates those belonging to 
Ely, Carlisle, Durham, Norwich, and 
Worcester, are now managed by the 
Estates Committee; the net proceeds 
of tho property so managed belonging 
to the last four, for tho year ending 
with Octobor,1874, amounted to £22,- 
059, or £59 more tbau the required 
£22,000. The return states that tbe 
eudowmonts secured to the Bishoprics 
of Lincoln ami Peterborough wore re- 
vised ou tho avoidance of tlioso sees, 
aud tho auuual values hero stated are 
those of tho estates belougiug to the 
sees after such revision. 

Pacific whalemen have mado an iu- 
teroating scientilic discovery this sea- 
son. A few years ago they reached 
the whaling grounds in August only 
to bo obliged to leave them inSoptom- 
ber. This year tboy romaiuod until 
October, and naiglit delayed longer, 
so far as peril from tho ico pack was 
coucernod. They were within eighty 
miles of tho mouth of McKonzie river, 
where sailing vos.-jols have never been 
been before, and say that a steamer, 
aided hy tho currents, might have 
gone through to Balliu's Bay without 
difficulty, viid thus solved themysteiy 
of tho Northwest jjassago. They are 
unable to account for this strange at- 
mosperic change. 

A Pakagu.kpii of Bkautv. — Dickons 
wrote: 'Thorois nothing, no, uotliiiig 
beautiful and good, that dies and is 
forgotten. An infant, a prattling- 
child, dying in its cradle, will live 
again, iu the better thoughts of those 
who lovod it, and play its part,though 
its body bo burned to ashes or drown- 
ed in the deepest sea.

TJio Railway (Question. 

On the 30th of November the Local 
Government received from Ottawa a 
MitKite of Council proposing further 
railway concessions. On the 6th of 
Pecember they returned a curt and 
positive refusal to entertain those pro- 
posnls which they "unhesitatingly but 
respectfully declined:" On the 4th 
of the present moijth— a lapse of about 
80 days from the date of the "unhesi- 
tating" dispatch, they drew up and 
sent away a Minute of Council giviug 
in full their reasons for declining the 
proposition. Duriug the interval that 
elapsed between the sending of the 
first and last dispatch the proposals 
•were fully discussed in thp public 
prints. In this paper we admitted 
eonimunications of ability and value 
for and against the propriety of outer- 
taininp; the proposition. One of the 
first letters that appeared was one 
signed "Columbian," which took the 
position that the latest j^i'opos^ition 
contained in the Ottawa Minute of 
Council referred only to the Island 
lino, that the intention of tlio Gov- 
ernment to abandon the Jlainland lino 
■was nowhere expressed in the Miuuto, 
and that such was not a fair inference 
to be drawn from it. This letter called 
forth three letters signed "Another 
Oolumhian," in which the writer, after 
taking the position that an abandon- 
ment of the whole line was contem- 
plated and expressed in the Minute, 
proceeded to state with great clearness 
the complete history of the railway 
question — tracing it through the dif- 
ferent stages of the original terms, the 
Edgar proposition, and the Carnarvon 
Settlement, and ending with a master- 
ly review of the Minute of Council it- 
self. These letters were widely read 
and everywhere commented upon as 
an able, though prejudiced, exposi- 
tion of the whole case On Thursday 
there was laid before the House the 
correspondence on the proposed new 
alterations in the Railway agreement. 
Amongst other documents was found 
the Minute of Council of the Local 
Government of the 4th iust. Ata first 
glance it was recognized as an able 
State paper. People read and admir- 
ed the concise grouping of facts; the 
clear-as- crystal line of argument; the 
■trong vein of common sense that ran 
through it. After the Governor's 
Speech, (which was simply a clumsily 
strung together columu of rubbish 
devoid of idea or vigor) the emanation 
of an able State paper from the Gov- 
ernment was not hoped for. So as the 
members read the more they wonder 
ed at the trenchant logical utterances. 
Before many sentences had been i)uyH- 
ed, however, the wonder gave way to 
disgust, as the readers discerned that 
the Minute was as gross a case of pira- 
cy as was ever perpetrated with a pair 
of scissors and a pasteput. All the 
ideas — in some instances the very lan- 
giage of "Aiiothei' Columbian" have — 
oeen borrowed and iucorporated into 
this able Stato puper. Every position 
the correflpondout us'^umed was copied 
and adopted as the Government's own, 
and Lord Carnarvon and Mr. Mackenzie, 
wlien thoy come tn read it, will be led to 
exclaim, "'TLoto Mini^tL'rs out in British 
Columbia are not such stu[)id in\ifl's as 
wo wore led to believe them to bo fro;*! 
their previous dispatchea." What thoy 
tliey will say when thoy are told that 
the dispatch is not original we cannot 
imagine. There ia but one hypothesis 
upon which this wholesale piracy of 
another man's brains can bo ucconntod 
for. "Another Columbian" may have 
given them authority to use them, or may 
have written the dispatob himself 1 In 
either case the affair is most discredit- 
able to tho Oovernmont. 

Conx't Fees Again- 

"IftilU re/idimii.i, ?mUi n>;;/abimus aut, 
differemus rectum autjimlum." 

This quotation ia from tho 40th 
clause of Magna Charta, and may bo 
translated as follows: "Wo will sell to 
no man, we will not deny or delay to 
any man justice or right." King John 
gave this undertaking to tho people of 
England hundreds of years ago, and 
the great Charta has always been held 
hy the English as the palladium of 
their liberty. Are wo sure that our 
rulers over James Bay exercising the 
prerogative of tho Crown are not vio- 
lating this clauso of the Charta in ex- 
acting, iu the name of "Court fees," 
money from the suitors in the County 
Courts ? When tho tarill' was made it 
was necoseary to raise money to sup- 
port tho establishment for tho admin- 
istration of Justice, and this was done 
under the name of "Court fees." Now 
that term in a misnomer, as the whole 
expense of these courts is borne by tho 
Dominion, and tho proper hoadiup: of

A party, being a poor nmn, a short 
time ago, thinking he had a <^ood 
claim against another for ?4G1 C(3, in- 
stituted proceedings iu tho County 
Court, and had to pay down to tho 
Province through its agents nt the of- 
fice of the court the sum of $10 02 in 
pursuance of the above tariff. Tho 
suit coming on to bo hoard he had to 
pay a hearing fee, under the same tarilT, 
a similar amount— in all 12121. The 
jury gave the plaintiff a verdict for 
§102 50, thereby deciding that his claim 
was only that' amount, the fees ou 
which for summons and hearing would 
only have been ?8 12, but thoy did 
not return the plaintiff tho 113 12 
overpaid but kept that amount for tho 
public exchequer. "We think this in 
effect is playing rather sharp, and is 
very much like tho game "heads I win, 
tails you lose," and if the i>ractice is 
to be continued (which wo trust will 
not be the case), it ought to bo disas- 
sociated* from a Court of Justice and 
relegated to some more congenial 
places in tho city. When tho plain- 
tilf came to tax his costs ho was only 
allowed as against tho defendant tho 
above sum of $8 12, and tbip nnionnt to 
bo paid by the latter ia a pretty high 
price for the small verdict. Tho amount 
in this case is no groat tiling; but when 
it is borno in mind that tlio County Courts 
have jurisdiction to SoOO and collect most 
of tho debts iu the Province, it becomofi 
a matter of great importance. Besides 
this injustice the Byatem has the effect of 
putting a kind of embarRO on debt col- 
lecting, as many will abandon their debts 
nitbcr than pay such heavy tuxes. How 
much longer is the oounti-y to groan un- 
der this iniquitous system, discarded in 
Ontario some time ago? Will our rulers 
tell us? Wo wish it understood that we 
do not complain of tho olBcinls of the 
County Court, but tho aystem, which be- 
ing law they are bound to obey.

it appears tliiit tho trenty between tho 
United States and Gretit Hriltiin authoriz- 
ed only (he extradition of accused pur- 
ties and in it no authority is given to ex- 
tradite convicted oriminals. Tho treaty is 
nntrorkable in many instances in British 
fiossessions, and the Legi.slature of Cana- 
da had passed an act to carry out in tho 
Dominion the spirit of the treaty. In 
1870 tho Imperial LeKis'^-ture p;is.sod an 
act authorizing the extradition of conoict- 
ed criminals, and it buL-aiuo a ipiustioii in 
this case whether that Act applied as be- 
tween Canada and tho United States. If 
it did another dilHcuIty arose, viz: that 
ibero was no Canadian Act as to tho mode 
. of procedure under tho Imperial Act, and 
it might be necessary to apply in the tirst

Public Sohoolh HilPokt. — The Super- 
intendent of Education has insiiod hia re- 
port for tho twelve mnntha ending 31at of 
July, 1875. Tlio document is leugthy 
•□d carefully prei)ared, but lack of space 
prevents us from doing it full justico at 
present. From tlio general tenor of the 
report, however, we learn that theSupor- 
intendent coueidors the salaries of teach- 
ers in the Province too low, although 
they are on a monthly average §15 11 in 
excess of those paid iu tho Stato of 
Oregon. He points out tho advantages to 
ha derived from graded and mixed schools 
And gives corroborative statistics relative 
ihereto. He regrets that owing to tho 
great cost per pupil of our public schools 
the Board of Education were prevented 
from rocommeuding expenditure on any 
prizes, but advocates their introduction 
together with merit cards as soon as prac- 
ticable. Ho details his endeavors to ob- 
tain teachers from the Province of Ontar- 
io, And adds that although bis cAorta 
iiave not been entirely •sncceasful, yet 
flttentioa has been drawn to thia Province 
and vacancies will be filled with qualilied 
Irachors from time to time. The Super- 
jntondont rejMjrts having mado 00 visits 
to tho various public schools incurring 
3100 miles of travel. He alludes to tho 
Teacher's OoDvention and admits the im- 
|5ortance of drawing as o branch of public 
instruction. The report also contains a 
«6p»rate review of proceedings in eaeh 
Bchool district, and statihtical tables in 
connection therewith. Tho total expen- 
diture under the head of Education for 
4be period reported on is §38,869.80, out 
of which $25,291.68 has been paid for 
salaries exclusive of the Superintendont^s. 
The total number of pupils of all ages at- 
tending tho jiublio Kcliools of the Pro- 
vinoo was 1,-103, of whicli 7S1 wore boys 
land 622 girls. In Victoria alone tho t,"o- 
(tal was 4G5— 275 boys and l'.)0 girls. The 
Average daily attendance, for all public 
schools, was 862^. The total school 
population, those between 5 and IC 
years of ago, was 221:2. There aro '15 
public school building.s in tho Province, 
of which only six aro not public ])roper- 
ty. Tho report also contains odier valua- 
ble information which is proof of tlio in- 
terest taken by the Superintendent in the 
duties ol bis oiBce.

An Importr'tt Decision. 

[I'rnui tho New York Siiirit of Iho Tiincs.] 

To understand tho case fully, wo will 
refer back a few years, and stato the facts, 
out of which grow tho hwsuit of Decker 
vs. Gnllith & Co. On November 2ud, 
1869, Matthew Delaney, Esq., of this city, 
at that time a resident of California, ob- 
tained letters patent for hia invunliou of 
a wire billiard cli.'^hion, wiiieh, after pro- 
tracted trials, ho had brought to profec- 
tion. In 1870 ho came to this city, and 
sold tho royalty for using tho wiro to 
Messrs. W.H. Grifllth k Co., woU-kuowu 
billiard-table manufacturers, located in 
Vessey street. Mr. Decker, a rival bil- 
liard-table m.anufaoturer, tho inventor of 
what is known aa tho oat-gnt cushion, ot 
once brought suit ngainst Griffith & Co., 
claiming that tho Delaney wiro cushion 
was an infringeiiiont of his (Decker's) 
patent. Besides this suit, ho brought 
othor.i against numerous parties using 
tho wiro cushions, for round sums of 
S 10,000 eaob,|aggregating over $100,000. 
It was agreed that the more important 
(JrifUth suit should be the test, and all 
the energies of Docker wore bent upon 
winuiug thin. Tho suit has dragged 
along year after year. About one year 
ago Decker took another stop, and ap- 
plied for an injunction to prohibit Griflith 
He Co., from manufacturing their tablos 
under the Delaney patent.until the pend- 
ing suit was decided. This movement 
failed in its object, tho Court refusing to 
grant tho injunction. On Thursday of 
last week, Judge Blatchford rendered his 
deciaiou, the summary of which was, 
that Decker had no cause for action, and 
that the Delany wire cushion was a novel- 
/'/. The vast importance of this decision 
to Messrs. Griffith & Co., to Matthew 
Delaney, and to nil tho other parties in- 
tereHte<il. cannot well bo estimated, cover- 
iuii a diiiu eiiaal in cash to ovtu- .ij lOO.IHlO. 
Mad the drcision been ailverso lo Jlr. 
Delaney, it would probMlil^ have rained 
him, as the Deckers could have proceed- 
ed to recover from him a royalty of SoO 
upon every billiard-tablo using the wiro 
cushion iu tho country. It would also 
have created a rovolutiou among biUianl- 
tables evcr^-whoro, compelling, unless 
tlio royalty was paid, tlioiisands of tables 
to have the wire culiions removed and 
others substitutod. Tho decision is thus 
ono of tho utmost importance to billiard - 
ista all over tho country, and causes much 
satisfaction to tho parties using the wiro. 
Of course it is a serious blow to Deojier, 
as ho built largely upon a decision in his 
favor, which would, had lie been so for- 
tunate as to liave won, have poured into 
his coflera a broad stream of greeubacka. 
Tho mucb-voxod qiicfition having been 
settled, the billiird river will now run on 
smootiily.and the wire cushion will grow 
into more solid and decided favor than 
over. It gives Messrs. Griffith it Co., a 
tremendous .^end off, while striking a 
damaging blow to Jilesara. Decker ,fc Co. 
Tlie mtijority of those uudorstaudiiig tlio 
merits of tho case havo bijen, from tho 
lirst, in favor of Delaney'a rights, and 
considered that Decker had mado a great 
mistake in forciuK this war, which, now 
til lit it is decided adverse to him, has prov- 
ed worse thtm a Waterloo defeat, leaving 
him not only routed, but completely de- 
moralized. 

Births, Deaths a.vu MAiiRtAGEs ron 
1874. — The second annual report of the 
Bagiatrar of the above imp riant events 
has been laid before the House. Prom it 
wo gather that during tho j-ear ending 
December 31st, 1S7-1, registrations havo 
decreased 20 in comparison with tho pre- 
vious twelve mouths. The l)irths, how- 
over, show a small increase numbering 
174 in the aggiegate, towords which Vic- 
toria has contributed 95, Nanaimo S8,and 
Now Westminster 23, whilst Lillooet, 
Omineca and Kootenay have mndo no ad- 
mitted addition to tho population of the 
Province. In marriages wo havo a total 
of 78, Victoria, as iu births, lieadiug tho 
districts with 5;i, Xew Wostminstor fol- 
lowing next with 10, Omineca and Kooto- 
nay again blank. VVhilst births have in- 
oroaaed 10, marriages have decreased ex- 
actly tho .same nunibor. Tho total num 
bor of deaths for tlio period under report 
is 83, -10 of wliicli took place iu Victoria, 
15 and in New Westminster and Carib o 
respectively. Jt is also gratifying to know 
that the total decrease in deaths through- 
out the Province durioR the year 187-1 
compared with 1873 is 29, which taking 
into conaidoration tho increoso in the po- 
pulation of tho country, is a mo.«t 
aatisfao,',oj-y fact. Tho " Kegistrar re- 
grets that up to the present time the 
results of the Bogistration Aot aro not of 
such a satisfactory chari^otor 9s could bo 
desiredj but trusts that as tho pQbl^c be- 
come bettor acquainted with its working 
there will bo a moro cljeorful compliance 
with its rciiniroinoiits. The report con- 
cludes with aiigfrestioua for faeilitatiiiG; 
tlio oper.ition of the Act. Whilst giving 
the Kegistrar credit for the manner in 
which ho has compiled his report, wo are 
at a loss to understand why it does not 
also embrace the year 1875; at least nine 
of llio last twelve months might have 
been ineliiiieil. to the satisfaction of the 
public. As tho report stands tho public 
will incline to tho belief that public work 
is terribly behind.

Another chapter in the 2nd history 
of tho failuro of thoBfiqk of Oaliforaia 
has coiuo to light. The 'Examiner' 
luBt ovoning published an extract from 
a letter from tho San Francisco cor- 
respondent of tho New York Lino, 
dated Dec. 2Itli, 1ST5, to tho effect 
that Burling Bros, had comiueucod 
procoetlingB against the Trustees of 
the Bank uf California charging them 
with HU(!h nogligenco and miHconduct 
in iiiauagonieiit of tho Bank as to ren- 
der tliein personally linblo. Tlio com- 
plaint was prei)arod by Hall Mc.Vllis- 
ter. Among the material allegations 
were that Ralston had fraiulently over- 
issued DUO sliiU'es of stock of tho Bank 
anil had allowed Huiidry loans and 
overdrafts on tiio Bank to an amount 
aggrogatiug from two to four millions 
of dollars, and that when the truHtoes 
of the Bank saw tho complaint they 
settled with Burling Bros, ou their 
own terms. On ciKiuiry fiom corapc- 
petout aiit.lioriliey the ftiots of the case 
a[)poar to Iliat Burling Bros, had 
borrowed luoiie^ fov l^alHton giving 
their own notes for the amount and 
taking Bunk stock as security. Whon 
tlio Bank failed tho Burlinga found 
tbeinselvcH owing soverol hundred 
thousand dtjllars on ilioao transactions 
without security. Tiie stock of tho 
Bank being then of no value, there was 
a disposition shown ou tho part of tho 
Bank authorities to loavo tliom to car- 
ry tho burden. They accordingly 
brouglit suit as above described on 
which a comprotniso was olTerud. Sharon, 
to whom tho Itiilston estate liad boon 
turned over, settling with Burling 
Bros., at 75 cents on the dollBr,leaTing 
them to ahouldor the balance of the ■ 
indebted iiofis. 'Clio nuit never oamo

Europe. 

London, Jan. 13. — The amount of 
bultion gone into Bank of England ou 
balance to-day is .tlOO.OOO. Tho 
bullion iu tho Bank increased £378,- 
000 during the past week. The pro- 
portion of the Bank reBerra to liabili- 
ty is 3(3.1; por cent. 

A special from Paris says the ru- 
mors in regard to tho situation of the 
Ministry aro various and conflicting.

Another 
report has it that Buffet alone is pre- 
pared to sign it and that all who do 
not sign it to-day will be considered 
as lesigniug. 

Paius, Jan. 13.— Tho Cabinet in 
council to-day reached an agreement 
whereby the threatened ministerial 
modification is avoided. The council 
will reconvene on Monday. After 
this decision was arrived at a semi- 
official nunounceiueut was published 
that M. Bullet would counter.sign the 
proclaiuatiou realliruiiug the pro- 
gramme of Feb'y 12th, 1875. The 
tenor of this announcement convinces 
every one that the crisis continues. 

The 'Journal des Debats' asserts 
that Leou Say remains a candidate for 
the iSonato ou tho stuno list as before.

The most importjuit of which is that 
the condition of the Emperor's health 
renders tho absence of tho Heir to the 
throne inadmissible.

MoNTKEAL, Deo. 2-1.— A fire caught in 
tho Barracks Island this evening at eight 
o'clock and iu an hour the extensive 
buildings wore in ruins. Tho officers' 
quarters woro saved by tho dosporato ex- 
ertions of tho soldiors. but tho armory, 
with its full complement of arms and can- 
nons, was totally destroyed. Tho pow- 
der and cartridges, howovor, were remov- 
ed, and no explosion took place. A mes- 
sago for help was eent to the Chief of the 
Fire Brigade, but owing to the weak 
state of the ice, it was found impossible 
to send over a fire engine. 

Qua Guns.— At last tho artillerists 
have gained an undoubted and unde- 
niable victory. They had hoped and, 
indeed, claimed the power of con- 
structing a gun capable of piercing 
the most powerfully armor-plated ship 
that could be built; and they have 
made their boast good. Wheu the 
25-ton gun was built the conflict was 
felt to ba severe, and the 35-ton gun 
was considered a match for all iron- 
clads except the Inflexible, which is 
not yet built. But tho completion of 
the 80-tou gun and tho satisfactory it 
has given of cfliciency has now dispos- 
ed oven of tho Infloxible's chance. 
Within the space, therefore, of a few 
weeks the whole of our ironclad fleet 
has sustained two crushing blows ;tbe 
Iron Duko and tho 80-tou gun have 
proved the indomitable power of the 
ram and of our artillery. A great 
deal has been said about tho German 
guns, but there is nothing to prove 
that the Krupp guns can, either in 
sizo or in penetrating power, come 
near the last production from the arse- 
nal at Woolwich: and we may rest 
fairly satisfied that we have guns 
which, for strength, that is capacity 
for endurance, and power, that is pen- 
etrative capacity, are iinequalled in 
the world. At tho same time 
that news was given to us 
of the succoas of the 80-ton gun, we 
were informed of tho successful ap- 
plication of hydraulic machinery to 
tho guns in tho turrets of the 'Thund- 
erer.' This disposes of what hod prov- 
ed a serious obstacle to the value of 
big guns. It was all very well, says 
the 'Broad Arrow,' to construct these 
monsters; but when they wero placed 
of board ship, the question arose, 
naturally, bow they were to bo work- 
ed. Men could only stand looking 
helplessly at gun, shot, and shell; for 
to load the gun or move it, readily 
and rapidly, was beyond anp effort 
of manual dexterity. The application 
of hydraulic machinery has, however, 
solved tho difficulty ;aud with this new 
applianco, these large guns can bo 
moved in their turrets and loaded with 
astonishing readiness and rajiidity. In 
tho presence of this double success, it 
IS impossible to doubt that old theo- 
ries of shipbuilding must be abandon- 
ed.and that, in future programmes, 
the endeavour to encrust our warships 
with massive piles of armour will have 
to be discarded as obsolete and use- 
less. — Euglish Paper. 

Tub burglar who attempted to break 
into Wells. Pargo's Express oiBoe in San 
Andreas, California, was a persevering 
scamp, if not a bold one. After failing 

to enter tho onioo,a8 ho expected, through 
a window, ho vory coolly proceeded to 
tunnol through a brick wall two and one- 
half feet thick. Whon ho had wearied 
himself working at this means of ent)-y, 
ho hunted the next boor saloon 
and quietly entered without dis- 
turbing tho sleeping owner, and 
took temporary possession, intend- 
to refresh himself with wino or beer, 
which maketh glad tho soul and ro- 
noweth strength. Thero is no doubt he 
would havo done this most efTectually, 
had not a police ofiicer most inoportune- 
ly put in an appearance, and, ofter re- 
lieving him of a (3olt's revolver and a 
derringer, oarriod him ofTto ])rison. 

It has boon often stated tliat tho 
late Vice President Wilson was tiio 
son of a gypsy woman, and burn in a 
gypsy camp.

Henry Wilson was not a gyp.sy, lus 
father and grandfather wero never 
gypsies; his great grandfather was 
never a gypsy; and his great-great- 
grandfather, who was an English emi- 
grant, was never a gyp.sy. So it must 
Wo truo tiiat Henry liimsolf wuR n<",t of 
gypsy blood.
